ontinuing with my hope 

to visit with all Regional 

Commissioners during 
my term as your president, I 
recently completed a two month 
sojourn to the West and was able 
to attend eight Scottish or Celtic 
events. Every one of these 
opportunities proved 
advantageous for the Clan 
Society as we now have nearly 
fifty new families on our 
membership roster. This influx of 
new members reinforces my 
theory that we need to get the 
Henderson name before the 
public at every opportunity and, 
when we do, the families seem to 
be everywhere one looks. 

I attended four events with a 
regional commissioner or 
designated convenor and 
convened four other events myself. 
Some of the events were full 
fledged Highland Games (Oberlin, 
Ohio; Portland, Oregon; Enum- 
claw, Washington; Spokane, 
Washington; Highlands Ranch, 
Colorado and Charleston, West 
Virginia) while others (Payson, 
Utah and Athena, Oregon) were 
festivals. Each one of these events, 
however, was an excellent 
opportunity to meet with 
Hendersons and the septs of the 
clan society. (There were actually 
more families from the sept list 
signed up as new members than 
there were Hendersons.) 

The clan society received 
special recognition during the 
“Parade of Tartans” ceremonies at 
many of these events and I was 
singularly honored as an honored 
guest on three occasions. With the 
two other events where I 
participated as an “Honored 
Guest” and the two events (Longs 
Peak Games at Estes Park, 
Colorado, and the St. Louis 
Highland Games) which I will 
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attend in September and October, 
we are getting a good deal of 
publicity. Iam a firm believer in 
taking advantage of every 
opportunity that presents itself to 
get the Henderson name before 
the public and will exploit those 
occasions. 

Our membership is now well 
over the 2800 figure and we have 
added several hundred families to 
our roster in the past year. Those 
of you who have been responsible 
for signing up new members 
(families) can be proud of the fact 
that your actions this past twelve 
months have produced an 
increase in membership which is 
more than some clans have as 
their total database. Our biggest 
selling point, when talking with 
new families and prospective 
members, is the services of our 
genealogist and he is certainly 
being kept busy with the input of 
family group sheets. We are also 
very fortunate in having a 
professional as the editor of our 
newsletter and, when this 
publication is compared to the 
efforts of other clan societies, we 
can proudly say, “and you will 
receive quarterly a copy of our 
award winning newsletter, An 
Canach.” 

I talked with many families 
who have young people that are 
learning the pipes, drums and 
highland dancing. We have 
several competitors in these fields 
that are excelling and often 
walking off with all the trophies 
and medals! When I see these 
wonderful young people with 
their great talents, I remind them 
and their parents, that we have a 
scholarship program for anyone 
under the age of 26 who wishes 
to apply for assistance in 
furthering their activities within 


a chosen field. All they 
have to do is write a 
letter of request and 
forward it through their

tuition money. There is no limit 
to the number of youth 
scholarships we can present 
yearly to our young people and I 
would expect we will increase 
past numbers beginning this year.

had set up the Henderson tent 

in the shade of a large tree at 

the county fairgrounds where 
they hold the Spokane, 
Washington, Highland Games. 
My position happened to be 
between two clans which we 
know very well because we 
happen to be a sept of both—the 
MacDonalds and the Gunns. | 
thought this was rather strange as 
it had never happened before in 
the several hundred events I had 
convened or attended for the clan 
society, but decided I would just 
have to fly my flags higher and 
make my banner more prominent 
than my neighbors on clan row. 

After getting things set up that 
Friday afternoon, I introduced 
myself to both of my neighbors 
and found them to be somewhat 
surprised at having the 
Hendersons present as this is not 
an event which is attended every 
year by our clan convenors. The 
number of clans present was 
about two dozen and I saw many 
familiar faces from the several 
games and festivals I had 
attended during the previous 
weeks of my trip.

f it hadn’t been for the cloudy 

skies and shade of trees, we 

would have FRIED! Ninety- 
one degrees during the afternoon, 
going up from mid eighties at 8 
AM.

[had set up the Henderson tent 
on Friday afternoon at the town 
park in Payson, a nice little place 
of about twelve thousand people 
located just south of Provo.

South Charleston 
he venue for our Clan’s 
2000 Annual General 
Meeting, Oakes Field in 
South Charleston, West Virginia 
will no longer ring with the sound 
of pipe bands or the roar of the 
crowd when an athlete turns a 
caber to the perfect 12 o’clock 
position. The crowds that 
gathered for many years to watch 
the Friday night parade through 
the city and then removed to 
Oakes Field, the site of a Scottish 
ritual calling of the clans and a 
torchlight ceremony, will no 
longer participate in these events. 
An announcement made at this 
year's event told of a move to 
Beckley where the organizers had 
been offered a twenty year option 
to hold a Scottish Games on a 
forty-five acre site. Compared to 
the fewer than five acres available 
at Oakes Field, this move would 
permit an expansion which had 
been sought by the organizers 
since the very first event held 
there in 1999. 

Moving the event to Beckley 
will mean an hour shorter drive 
for those of us living in Northern 
Virginia. In Beckley, there are 
numerous hotel and motel 
facilities with hundreds of rooms, 
several very fine restaurants, and 
it will be cooler due to the nearly 
two thousand foot difference in 
altitudes. Additionally, the event 
will become a three day affair 
with professional and amateur 
athletics scheduled over both 
Saturday and Sunday. It is 
planned to continue with a 
“Kirkin’ of the Tartans” at the 
venue on Sunday morning and an 
expanded involvement by pipe 
bands as well as individual pipe 
and drum competitors. The 
Highland dancing program will 
likely be an expanded activity and 
is expected to include Irish step 


dancing as one of the featured 
events. Many other program 
enhancements are expected and 
more information will be 
available during the coming year. 

Our Clan Society tent at the 
South Charleston event this year 
was convened by Rex Maddox. 
His event report shows the 
addition of five new members, 
three of whom belong to a single 
family. They are Gary R. Peyton, 
the father, of Charleston, and two 
sons, Rodney E. of Tad and 
brother Gary K. of Pt. Pleasant, a 
town just across the Kanawha 
river from Henderson, WV at the 
Ohio border.

Virginia-Fordell Henderson Connection

Note from Clan Genealogist: I have asked Jerry to work with me in sorting out the Hendersons in Scotland. 
He will be our “Scottish Desk.” The article below is the new position on the connection of the Virginia 
Hendersons to the main Fordell line. I have made the appropriate changes in the data base to conform 
with these new, exciting conclusions about the parentage of the “Augusta boys.” The print-out is too 
voluminous and you Augusta Fordell descendents are too numerous for me to send each of you an 
unsolicited copy. But, I will be happy to comply if you ask for one. Just phone or write and it will be done.

illiam and Margaret 
Bruce Henderson had 
three sons (John, James 


and Samuel) who came to Augusta 
County, Virginia in about 1740.' 
William also had a son William by 
his first wife who came to Virginia 
at about the same time.” Many of 
us that descend from one of these 
four sons of William (mine is 
James) have believed 
that we are connected to 
the main line Fordell 
Hendersons. 

There have been a 
number of problems 
with the connections 
that have been reported 
of these four “ Augusta 
County Boys” to 
Fordell. For example, 
many have suggested 
that Fordell Generation 
11 was the connection 
(see Figure 1, William 
and Jean Hamilton 
Henderson). After all, 
their third son William 
married a Margaret Bruce. BUT 
this is not our William, since they 
had no children. Some have said 
the connection is the fourth child 
of Generation 10. That is not our 
William either, since he was born 
five years after that William’s 
mother died. 

The purpose of the article is to 
discuss these problems in detail 
and to provide the evidence for the 
connection being the second son 
William of the Fordell Generation 
9, Sir John Henderson and 
Margaret Menteith. This will 
include new information I have 





located in the Scottish Church 
Records. Special thanks to cousin 
Mabel Wallace who found key 
evidence and to cousin Pam Pavel 
for the lead that uncovered the new 
information. 

The science of heraldry or 
armory provides strong evidence. 
Crozier’s General Armory: A Registry 
of American Families Entitled to Coat

Armor’ lists Lieut. James 
Henderson, Augusta Co., Virginia, 
1740 (Fifeshire). The descriptions 
are the same as those provided in 
The General Armory by Sir Bernard 
Burke? for the Fordell Hendersons. 
In addition, Bolton’s American 
Armory? lists the same armory 
used by several descendants of 
James. Some of the same arms are 
engraved ona old watch owned by 
the son of James. This watch was 
in the possession of Joseph Lyon 
Miller in 1902, who also wrote in 
his book’ that he had a family paper 
that had crudely drawn shields and 





the motto that are both those of the 
Fordell Hendersons. The use of 
this heraldry is not taken lightly 
and had to be proven to be 
accepted. 

Miller also had in his possession 
a book’ in which our William's son 
James wrote down many of the key 
family dates and names. In one 
place he said he and his brothers 
were “Grandsons of 
John Henderson Gent 
Fifshyre Scotland.” That 
would mean _ that 
William’s father was 
named John and he was 
from Fife. Miller* goes 
on to say “it is known 
that all the Fifeshire 
Hendersons are origin- 
ally those of Fordell 
Manor.” 

With strong evidence 
that William and 
Margaret Bruce Hender- 
son are included in the 
hereditary line of the 
Hendersons of Fordell, 
where do they connect? Figure 1 
gives the 11 generations known in 
the Fordell line prior to the time 
William and Margaret lived.*”® 

I would like to start by ruling out 
several possibilities, especially 
those that have been suggested by 
others. 

1. Generation 11 had a third son 
Captain William that married a 
Margaret Bruce.’ This is NOT our 
William and Margaret Bruce. 

The first son of Generation 11 
was born in 1686.° The third son 
Captain William would be born 
after 1686. Our William was 
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christened on 27 April 1676 as 
proven in Scottish Church Records 
and Miller.> ’ 

The third son William had no 
children by Margaret Bruce and 
only one who died young by his 
second wife.’ Our William and 
Margaret Bruce had five children.” 

Stephen® reports with docu- 
mented source that third son 
William of Generation 11 died on 
21 November 1755. Our William 
died 1 August 1737.° 

2. Generation 10 had a son 
John.° This was NOT the father of 
our William since John died at 18° 
without issue.’ 

3. Some have our William as the 
fourth child of Generation 10. He 
is NOT. 

Generation 10 did have a fourth 
child named William. He became 
the second Baronet of Fordell and 
married Jean Hamilton.® Also note 
that our William was born in 1676. 
This could not be him since the 
mother of William, Margaret 
Hamilton, died in 1671.° 

Having ruled these possibilities 
out, I began to study closely the 
suggestion by Miller* that William 
was the son of one of the five sons 
of Generation 9, Sir John and 
Margaret Mentieth Henderson. 
Their heir and first son John is 
Generation 10. We have already 
ruled out this John’s two sons, John 
and William, in the discussion 
above. The third son of Generation 
9 was James who is the connection 
for our Clan Chief. His line is well 
known and does not include our 
William. The fourth and fifth sons 
were both killed in action without 
issue.’ So that leaves William the 
second son of Generation 9. He will 
be our answer to the puzzle. 

William the second son of 
Generation 9, Sir John and 
Margaret Mentieth Henderson, 
was born in 1627/1628 based on 
the birth dates of his adjacent 
brothers.® Sir Neville’ tells us that 
_ he and his brother James on 30 
April 1649 “ had to make sub- 
mission before the congregation at 
Dalgety for their part in the 
‘Engagement’ with Charles I.” This 
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would suggest a reason for him to 
leave Fordell, especially since he 
was not the heir. 

I have found Parish records at 
Ferry Port on Craig, Fife, of the 
marriage of William Hendersone to 
Marion Shepharde on 27 July 
1654." She was christened, 
Marioun Shipart, on 14 March 1637 
at Ferry Port on Craig.’ Her 
parents were Thomas and Janet 
Putie Shipart.’* They had two sons, 
John and William, both christened 
at Ferry Port on Craig, 1 July 1655 
and 2 November 1657, respec- 
tively.” This John is the right date, 
with a father William, to be the 
father of our William that married 
Margaret Bruce. 

Finally, I have found the 
christening record of our William 
that married Margaret Bruce in the 
Church Records of Dunfermline, 
Fife, Scotland.’ It shows William 
Hendirson was christen-ed on 27 
April 1676 by the parents Johne 
Henderison and Magdalen Lundie. 
Our cousin Pam Pavel has obtained 
from a Scottish researcher the exact 
words on the certificate. It is clear 
that William was born out of 
wedlock. We have not been able 
to locate any marriage of his 
parents. Maybe this is why it has 
been so hard to trace the ancestors 
of our William. 

It is my position that the four 
sons of William Henderson (three 
by Margaret Bruce), who came to 
Augusta County, Virginia in 1740, 
are in fact descendents of the 
Hendersons of Fordell. William 
was the illegitimate son of John and 
Magdalen Lundie. John’s mother 
was Marion Shipart and his father 
was William, the second son of Sir 
John and Margaret Mentieth, 
Fordell Generation 9. The evidence 
is the heraldry, the Miller Book 
with the hand written family 
history by his son James, and the 
new information from the Scottish 
Church Records.

I said that to get to that happy 
position, I needed the help of all 
of you cousins, specifically to send 
me your family data, however 
skimpy. I suggested the most 
convenient way was to use family 
group sheets and | gave some 
simple instructions. Well, enough 
of you came through, and today 
we re greatly ahead of what I had 
dared hope for back then. 

But that early message is still 
the message I want to get out to 
all of you, especially the 
newcomers to the Clan. We need 
your family genealogies, even if 
only back to grandpaw! 

Here’s that 1989 letter, still 
appropriate reading for all of us: 


We're closing in on our goal of 
publishing the names of all the 
Hendersons in all the states and 
territories of the US in the 
censuses of 1850 (and some 1860 
& 1870.). We've just published 
four new ones— Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Connecticut, and 
Maine — thanks to the good work 
of cousin Joyce Peyman who

I know something about the mechanics of putting a 
genealogy together and a considerable amount about my own family 
descent from Accomac, Virginia/Somerset, Maryland, ca 1660. 
However I don’t now know much about others of the clan in the United 
States and nothing about Hendersons in the Old Country. With your 
help, I propose to learn and to pass on to all of you what I learn from 
each of you. 

Thank goodness, I have access to a computer and an amazingly 
good genealogy program— ROOTS III. I should be able to enter the 
genealogical lineage of each member, carrying it back as far as you 
have data to furnish me. With all of the lineages in the computer, we 
should be in a position to see the lines crossing and converging — your 
family with another and another. Perhaps then we can help you find 
those missing links to complete your family lines. Perhaps we will 
trace back those common ancestors in Scotland, Ireland, and England. 

That is ambitious. In any event, if you will supply me with your 
own family history as far back and as completely as possible, I will be 
able to provide you with a detailed print-out of your own pedigree 
and a descent chart of your ancestral Henderson. This will take time 
and effort on my part, which I will be happy to provide. For your part, 
you must take the time and effort to come up with as much family 
history as you can. 

Enclosed is a copy of a family group chart. Your job is to complete 
one such sheet for each generation back as far as you can go in your 
own family. Then another sheet with your parent's data. Then another 
sheet for your grandparents that are in the Henderson track. Another 
for your Henderson-line great grandparents, etc., until you touch 
bottom. Give all the data that you can come up with on each. 
Particularly important are any goods dates that you have, and county 
where born, lived, and died. If you know the parents of the non- 
Henderson spouse, you might list them along with the county, state, 
data for them; however, I will not pursue their lines unless they lead 
to another Henderson cross-connection. 

Please take the time to fill out such family group sheets and send 
them to me for computer recording. And please send any other 
Henderson history/ genealogy data, references, etc., so that we can 
share them with all the Clan.

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From the Chaplain

y job description as 

chaplain gives me 

responsibilities related 
to “sacred matters.” Since I will be 
called upon to perform duties 
thereof, I thought I would take the 
topic in hand, and comment about 
what I consider to be “sacred.” I 
begin by suggesting that people 
around the world operate with 
many, many assumptions about 
what they define as being 
“sacred.” This includes the 
community of Henderson Scots 
and their descendants, who not 
only represent denominational 
standards of belief (like 
Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Episcopal, Baptist, and Roman 
Catholic) but generalized 
“Christian” and “Protestant” 
beliefs. At the same time there 


are Hendersons who surely hold 
to religious perspectives like 
Judaism, Buddhism, Islam, and 
others. 

As you may see, I cannot insist 
on the definition of sacredness of 
one religious group over another. 
And yet, I think I can propose of 
view of sacredness that does 
justice to all who may call upon 
me for advice or prayers to the 
Ground of Sacredness referred to 
as the Lord God. I refer to the 
documents used in the History of 
Scotland, namely the Scots 
Confession of 1560, and the 
Westminster Confession of Faith 
of 1647. 

They affirm that God's sacred, 
or “holy,” nature is the foundation 
of all things (visible and invisible) 
ruling, guiding, and sustaining by 
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eternal wisdom, goodness and 
justice. The language here is 
much longer, but the point is that 
this “Sacred Spirit” stands totally 
separate from His creatures, who 
were created by Him but now are 
in desperate need of correction, 
redemption, and salvation. 

My job, then, as is the job of any 
servant of the Holy Spirit, is to 
interpret for others what I have 
found to be true and useful for our 
life on earth. Future articles will 
expand on some of these themes, 
perhaps in response to your 
letters or comments. I shall also 
be commenting soon on a 
religious interpretation of the 
Henderson motto focusing on 
VIRTUE.

If Ray Henderson is a 
descendant of Dr. Seth Smith 
Henderson (or even if he’s not), 
and wants to know more about 
this branch of the family, I’d be 
glad to share. Dr. Horace has most 
of the data I have on the 
Handersons, but I have traced a 
maternal line back to Essex, 
England, in the 1500s, and also 
have a history of Amherst which 
gives some info on the family’s 
activities there and contains a 
photo of Seth’s father and of the 
homestead. One of the early 
American families which married 





into the Handersons was Graves, 
so Noah Grave might have been 
a cousin too.

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Genealogist’s note: In genealogy. we deal in series of “begats,” one generation after another. But we seldom know 
anything about those “begetters” beyond their names. They obviously were warm and lively enough personalities to 
do all that “begetting.” So whenever I come across contemporary or near-contemporary accounts of some of our 
earlier Hendersons, I intend to pass them on to you to help flesh out the bare bones of genealogy. 

There follows such a fleshing-out of a remarkable family of North Carolina Hendersons. It comes from a typed copy 
of a manuscript written by Robert H. Dalton, MD, of Nevaho, Missouri. dated 28 Jan 187 8, with additional details 
supplemented by Thomas Henderson Pritchard in about 1890. Dr Dalton married into this family and the “H” in his 
name may mean he was a Henderson, Th extracts that follow are from Dr Dalton. 

If any of you cousins have such personality sketches of your earliest Hendersons, I'd love to have them to pass on 
to the Clan. By the way, who of you out there sent me this present Manuscript? I’ve lost your name and want to 
thank and credit you for this little gem. HL. ] 


The Hendersons of Granville County, 


I 1 he Hendersons were too 
vigorous, sanguine, and 
active to live to an advanced 

age, although some did reach the 

limit of three score and ten and a 

few years more—for instance 

Thomas Henderson, the great 

grandfather of my children, Chief 

Justice Henderson of North 

Carolina, and a few others. As a 

race their physical organization 

was unsurpassed and their 
intellectual endowment was 
equally great. 

In fact, they were the most 
sprightly and intellectual people 
I ever knew. They were the 
principal founders of the State of 
North Carolina after the war of 
the revolution, and some of them 
held the highest posts of honor in 
the state... . If any imputation of 
dishonor rested on one of the 
Hendersons it never came to my 
knowledge and , as far as I know, 
they were educated men and 
women from the generations past. 
Being fine feeders and very 
healthy, they were all, men and 
women, inclined to obesity at 
middle age. 

The family came from Scotland 
prominent members of the colony 
of Hendersons, Martins, Hunters, 
and others who settled first in 
Virginia ... and afterwards in 
North Carolina. Some of them 
remained in Virginia, and I 
camped on the old premises of 





North Carolina 


Alexander Henderson, near 
Dumfries in 1861-62, during the 
winter, where the old mill house 
and mill race [of] a mile long were 
still there. A very aged man was 
then living there who told me 
much of him. 

The founder of the Henderson 
family [of Granville County, NC], 
if lam not mistaken, was Samuel 
the great-great-grandfather of my 
children, who settled in Granville 
County, where, he lived during 
his life. His sons were Richard, 
Thomas, Archibald (Baldy) and 
Pleasant. . . . He doubtless had 
other children but only these are 
known to me. [He left eleven 
children—seven sons and four 
daughters. ] 

Of the sons of Samuel 
Henderson of Granville, I will 
speak first of all of [those whose] 
history I have heard of, leaving 
Thomas the great grandfather of 
my children till the last ; and 
knowing but little if any but him. 
I will be excused for rendering 
only a brief record of them. 

Archibald Henderson of 
Salisbury (NC)... was living and 
practicing law when I was a boy; 
and [heard it said that in early life 
he cut his throat in a fit of delirium 
... by which his life was much 
endangered; and from what I 
learned of his great ability. I am 
of the opinion that the state of 
North Carolina would have lost

one of her brightest gems, if he 
had been lost at that time. He was 
the father of Jane Henderson. a 
very celebrated belle of Salisbury 
and a worn-in of remarkable 
intellect, who was first the wife of 
Dr Luccco Mitchell, of the Navy, 
and then of Nathaniel Bayden, a 
lawyer and member of Congress, 
also one of the of the Supreme 
Court of North Carolina . . . She 
may have excelled in position but 
not in worth and beauty the 
celebrated Jane Henderson of 
Mount Pleasant [NC; I think that 
last Jane was Dalton’s wife. HL] 
Leonard Henderson of 
Granville, so long the Chief 
Justice of North Carolina, was not 
only a man of national reputation 
but the great light of law to the Bar 
of all the States, and the example 
of honor, prosperity and etiquette 
in his, own state, which has 
dignified the profession of law in 
later days, thus far above [her] 
sister states in that respect. 
Pleasant Henderson of Chapel 
Hill, I personally knew. He was a 
large, fleshy, talented man of 
great, quiet, tranquil disposition, 
and much more devoted to 
domestic life. He entered into no 
profession. but was a man of high 
culture. His hair was auburn and — 
face ruddy. ... His manners were 
highly polished, he was genial in 
society, a great reader of books, 
and devoted to the cultivation of 
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literature; and he was for many 
years almost worshipped by the 
students of Chapel Hill [UNC]. 

He was always called Major 
Henderson, and had probably 
been a major in the service when 
a young man. He married a 
daughter of Col. James Martin of 
Snow Creek and raised a 
numerous family. His sons were 
Morris, Mark, William, Tippo Saib 
[sic], Pleasant and Alexander. 
They were all literary men. 
William, Morris, Pleasant and 
Alex were physicians, but Mark 
and Tip, I think, studied no 
profession. I also knew a daughter 
who married Hamilton C. Jones 
of Salisbury, a very distinguished 
lawyer whom my father much 
admired. She was a fine looking 
and very agreeable woman of the 
finest manners. I attended (the 
author was a physician] one of her 
little boys, about three years old, 
at Snow Creek, where she was 
visiting her grandfather. Major 
Henderson removed to the 
Western District of Tennessee in 
his old age, but 1 am not aware 
that any, of his children, then 
grown up, went with him. 

Thomas Henderson ... the 
great grandfather, of my children, 
died at Danbury [NC] about 1823, 
aged about 80. When I knew him 
he was avery sprightly, witty old 
gentleman, fond of social inter- 
course and full of anecdote and 
humor. He married Jane, the sister 
of Col. James Martin of Snow 
Creek and Governor Alexander 
Martin of North Carolina. I never 
saw his wife. but knew of her as a 
woman of fine attainments and 
endowed with all the virtues and 
excellent characteristics of that 
family. [Thomas] was Clerk of the 
Court of Guilford [County, NC] 
from the time of its first settlement 
until it was divided into several 
other counties, by which he 
accumulated a handsome fortune 
for those times. 

He was said to be a man of but 
little mechanical genius, though 
otherwise, gifted ina high degree, 
as the following anecdote will 
show. On a cold, blustering day 
he was playing “Thirteen and 
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Odd,” a fashionable game of 
cards in those days, in a room the 
door of which was fastened by a 
button, and he had risen several 
times to shut it. At last, when it 
blew open again, he seizes a 
hammer, picking up the button 
fallen on the floor, drove it on the 
door, and was then returning to 
his seat saying, “now, d—n you, I 
reckon you will stay shut,” but the 
door blowing again open, the 
company looked and beheld: he 
had nailed the button to the door 
instead of the facing. 

The sons of Thomas Henderson 
of | Danbury were Samuel of 
Charlotte; Alexander of Mt 
Pleasant; Thomas of Raleigh; and 
Nathaniel, the youngest; and 
daughters Mary and Jane. 

Samuel Henderson of 
Charlotte was a physician and 
practiced many years. in that 
town, where he raised several 
children, none of whom I knew, 
but Dr. William and Margaret 
(Meg) who was a joyous, witty, 
intellectual girl and was my wife's 
bridesmaid. I never saw their 
father, but heard of him as a man 
of high order of mind and fine 
standing in his profession. Dr. 
William, his son, was a suitor of 
my wife when I married her. 

Thomas Henderson, son of 
Thomas Henderson, was a man of 
considerable talents and culture. 
He married a Miss Ferner, of a 
highly respectable family near 
Raleigh, where he settled and 
establish[ed] The Star, a news- 
paper that rivaled the Register, 
edited by Joseph Gales; and after 
conducting his paper for a 
number of years, with much 
ability, he sold out and removed 
to the Western District of 
Tennessee, and settled on land 
inherited from the Daniel Boone 
purchase already alluded to 
[Samuel of Granville’s son 
Richard hired Boone to open the 
trail to TN and KY, and was 
famous for “buying” most of the 
whole area of Kentucky from the 
Indians], where he raised a large 
family of children. ... 

Alexander Henderson of Mt 
Pleasant [Dr. Dalton’s father-in- 


law] was born about 1780 or ‘81, 
and he died in 1853, on national 
road of Tennessee at Eskridges 
while on his way from N.C. to 
Holly Springs, Miss., with his 
daughter Louise. 

Captain Nathaniel Henderson 
was the youngest of the family. 
He was a kind, good, amiable 
man, but far inferior to all his 
brothers in intellect. Not having 
been raised to labor and rather 
dull to receive education, he grew 
up to be a gentleman but 
incapable of success by his own 
wits; hence he was sometimes 
poor, but whenever his situation 
was discovered by his brother 
Alexander, my father-in-law, he 
would set up him and his family 
again with a good tract of land 
and a few Negroes to cultivate it 
for him. . . . Simple and plain- 
minded as he was, he excelled in 
anecdote and humor. His brother 
Alex was often there with him, 
and it amused me to see how he 
would laugh and shake his sides 
at Uncle Nat's jokes. 

Though not by any means 
pious, Uncle Nat had great 
confidence in preachers, as was 
manifested on the following 
occasion. In Nov 1811, when the 
stars (meteors) were falling, they 
all ran out in the yard before day 
to witness the awful spectacle, 
and of course they were greatly 
frightened, believing that the 
world was about to be destroyed. 
Uncle Nat, knowing the piety of 
his wife, begged her to pray, but 
she declined; whereupon he broke 
out and exclaimed, “ Now, Susan, 
where is that d— —d Methodist 
preacher, who is always here? 
When I don’t want him, I can’t get 
rid of him, and now when I do 
want him he can’t be found.”

s a member, you should plan to attend an 

event in your area; moreover, It is not too 

early to begin planning to attend other 
festivities and gatherings of the clan.
